The Office of Price Administra- 
tion issued a detailed tabulation of 
nearly 900 different point values 
which will determine how much 
canned and frozen fruits and veg- 
etables, dried fruits, canned soups

and only 25 miles northeast of 
Kuibishevo, taken by another Red 
army column driving up from con- 
quered Rostov. 

The union of these two columns 
would seal off a huge area through 
which German troops have been 
retreating. 

The communique said one Nazi 
infantry battalion was wiped out, 
ani three tanks, eight guns, 22 
machineguns, and other materials 
captured in the fight below Voro- 
shilovgrad. 

Dyakova is approximately 60 
miles east of Stalino, a rai] june- 
tion through which Nazi troops 
have been withdrawing. Red 
army units have been trying to 
break through to Stalino from 
Krasnoarmeisk and Kramatorsk, 
25 miles to the northwest, and 45 
miles to the north. 

The heaviest fighting, described 

“extremely violent,” occurred 
in the Kramatorsk sector today, 
the communique said. German 
tanks and infantrymen counterat-

an attempt by Germans to filter 
into U. S. positions by using cap- 
tured American equipment and ve- 
hicles, 

The infiltration movement came 
Wednesday as the American tanks 
staved off the German assault 
waves to allow other American 
units time for an orderly with- 
drawal. 

“Outside of the town I saw four 
men dressed in American combat 
uniforms sitting in a peep,” said 
Sergeant Jack Lewis, of Oswego, 
New York. 

“As I walked toward them they 
were shouting at each other, but 
apparently hadn't noticed me. _ I! 
couldn’t make out what they were 
saying. Their talk didn’t sound 
right—and then I suddenly real. 
ized they were Germans. 

“IT started to run across an open 
field and when they saw me they 
turned a machinegun on me, but 
I reach a foxhole. Our tankmen 
quickly realized the situation and 
began firing at the peep over my 
head.” 

Tipped off by this incident, 
American tankmen knocked out a 
number of captured American ve- 
hicles operated by Germans and 
shot to pieces scores of German 
infantrymen following them in the 
hope of reaching the town unde- | 
tected. 

“We were sitting in a wadi when 
we saw three of our General Lee 
medium tanks firing over our 
heads at our troops.” said Lieuten- 
ant Ernest E. Nock, of Hammond. 
Indiana.

Arnall, Military Leaders 
Pledge ‘Finest Guard 
In Nation.’

“The best name 
to find for Hitler 
the Anti-Christ,” declared Briga 
dier General Eric Fisher Wood, 
senior officer on internal security 
duty of the Fourth Service Com- 
mand, in the principal address at 
a meeting last night at the Druid 
Hills Baptist church, honoring the 
Georgia State Guard. 

Taking for his text the words 
of Jesus, recorded in Luke 9:62: 
“No man, having put his hand to 
the plow, and looking back, is fit 
for the Kingdom of God,” Gen- 
eral Wood declared:

The following facts are important in the registration and should 
be carefully understood by everyone who will apply for Book Two.

For every individual or family group one copy of the official 
declaration form must be filled in and signed by the individual or 
the person applying for a family group. This may be filled out 
at home and carried to the school. The form clipped from the 
newspapers will be accepted by OPA, since it is an official form. 
Filling it out in advance will save considerable time at the reg- 
istration center.

Separate Registration Forms 
Must Be Filled In by Servant 


A single declaration form may net be used for anyone except 
members of the same family group living at the same address. 
In the case of servants, separate forms will have to be filled in 
by the servant, and this: together with written authorization of 
the servant for her mistress to act as her agent, must be presented 
along with the servant’s War Ration Book One when her employer 
makes application for the servant. 

The same rules apply in all cases where a person is applying 
someone not a member of his immediate family group 

Every individual, regardless of age, will receive identical ration 
books. Each person will have 48 points to spend 

during the month of March, provided, of course, 

no eight-point stamps have been deducted for 

excess stocks on hand. Only the blue stamps 

will be good for the processed fruits, vegetabies 

and soups. The red stamps should be very care- 

fully preserved for use when meat rationing 

begins about April 1.

Already an amendment for this pur- 
pose has been adced to a minor bill and given 
committee approval. It would require Navy 
yards to turn over the names of all employes 
absent from their jobs without justification to 
local selective service boards, with the object 
of removing occupational draft deferment. 

Other bills, to apply this rule to all war 
contracts, are to be introduced. 

Absenteeism has become one of the most 
irritating problems in the national war picture. 
In some industries it has been as high as 25 
per cent on some days, meaning that one of 
every four employes has not reported for work 
on that day 

Both management and leaders of organized 
labor have condemned the »ractice, but it seems 
to have had little effect. High wages is partly 
to blame. 

Workers are paid at such a scale they can 
all the money they need by working only 
or four days a week. They simply stay 
gwav from their jobs other days. 

It is difficult to explain or to understand. 

It would be thought that simple patriotism, 
knowledge of the urgent need for increasing 
war production to the highest possible limit, 
would be sufficient to induce workers to put 
in every possible hour ac their jobs.

German Morale 

Edwin Shanke, of the Associated Press, in 
a story published in The Constitution of Thurs- 
day, describes the German people as in a state 
of lowest morale of the entire war. Reverses 
on the Russian front combined with the con- 
tinuous bombing attacks by the American air 
force and the RAF, added to serious shortages 
of the bare necessities of life, are given as the 
root causes of this atmosphere of despair which 
has swept over Germany. 

The rout of the Nazi armies by the Russians 
has caused a tremendous increase in German 
casualties. That rout, together with the dra- 
matic defeat by the British Eighth Army of 
Rommel’s Afrika Corps, has badly shaken the 
peoples’ faith in Hitler’s alleged military 
genius. 

In other words, they see the handwriting on 
the wall, and it is only the fear of reprisals by 
the peoples they have so brutally oppressed 
that holds Germany away from national col- 
lapse. ‘ 

Writing early in 1942, Harold K. Smith, who 
had been a correspondent in Berlin for Amer- 
ican newspapers and broadcasting stations for 
a number of years, painted a picture of Ger- 
many at the end of 1941 that even then fore- 
shadowed ths coming collapse. Smith left 
Germany on December 7, 1941, yet even then 
the stores in Berlin had little but empty shelves 
and many of them were closed for four or five 
days each week, for lack of anything to sell. 
Long queues of hungry people stood outside the 
food stores for hours, hoping to be able to get 
even a portion of the slim rations they were 
allowed. 

How Germany has maintained her unbroken 
war front since then is one of the mysteries 
of our times. It has always been said that, no 
matter how desperate the state of the German 
people might become, they will not crack en- 
tirely until after every German knows they 
have suffered decisive military defeat. If the 
Russians can keep their offensive moving, that 
decisive defeat seems about here. 

Undoubtedly there will be, as the German 
crackup begins, efforts by the Nazis or by the 
German military heirarchy, to negotiate a 
peace. It is then that the greater danger will 
face the United Nations. Any negotiated peace 
with Germany means only another armistice 
while she rearms for ancther assault on the 
civilized world. Every American, every citizen 
of every country in the United Nations alliance, 
must hold firmly to the promise made at Casa- 
blanca, that the only terms of peace to which 
we will listen are contained in the two words, 
“unconditional surrender.”

THE WORLD TODAY 


By PERTINAX. 
FRENCH SQUADRON NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Admiral Rene 


Godefroy is still a problem to the 
British admiralty, but that problem will be settled shortly, accord- 
ing to a most reliable authority. 

Admiral Godefroy is in command of the French squadron (one 
old battleship, three cruisers, a few destroyers and submarines) 
which fias laid at anchor otf Alexandria for 31 months. For the 
British, nothing could be easier than to stop the weekly pay and 
to cut off all supplies. But they have never given up hope of mak- 
ing Admiral Godefroy understand that the agreement reached be- 
tween him and Admiral Sir Andrew Cunningham in July, 1940, 
for the neutralization of the naval force under his flag, could not 
survive the destruction of the armistice by the Germans last No- 
vember and the Nazis’ attempt to capture the French fleet in 
Toulon Bay. 


The British were all the more prone to use persuasive methods 
because the admiral, as they see him, if confronted with an act of 
force, might go to the length of scuttling his ships—a reprisal not 
so easy to forestall, Even at this late moment, I suspect that Ad- 
miral Cunningham may deem it expedient, as a last resort, to for- 


ward to the Vichy admiral a fresh exhortatory letter. 
VARIED EXCUSES In his correspondence and conversations 
: with British naval commanders, initiated 
some three months ago, Admiral Godefroy avoided, at first, to ex- 
press a point-blank refusal. He asked for guarantees. One ot 
them was that he should never be handed over with his unit to the 
Fighting French. As an out-and-out Royalist, who once quarrelled 
with Admiral Jean Darlan over a portrait of Charles Maurras prom- 
inently exhibited in his private room, he was afraid of being forced 
into the allegiance of Republicans and Democrats. But, once he 
had won that point and several others of the same kind, he made 
fise of a motive which it was not open to anyone to overcome by 
concessions er advantages; that is, his innate sense of military 
discipline. 

Even today, when nothing is left of the French navy, when 
Marshal Henri Petain is no more than a flitting shadow hovering 
over the ruins of Vichy institutions, Admiral Godefroy feels bound 
in honor to comply to the end with the instructions of the old mar- 
shal despite the faci that he is no longer able to consult by radio. 
cable or mail. On the same ground, in November. he had turned 
a deaf ear to the call of Admiral Darlan, of whom, besides, he was 
no friend. 

As is well known, this hemisphere shelters another recluse of 
so-called military discipline—Admiral Robert, of Port-de-France, 
Martinique. 


STRANGE BEHAVIOR Admiral Batet, of North Africa. 

sailed for Martinique two weeks ago, 
for the purpose of convincing the obstinate “high commissioner” 
and “Commander-in-chief of the theater of operations in western 
Atlantic,” that the days of Marshal Petain were gone forever and 
that he had better let the aircraft carrier, the two cruisers. the six 
tankers and the two big merchantmen committed to his care, join 
the forces of the United Nations. However, the emissary of Gen- 
eral Giraud did not succeed ii getting admittance. He is now in 
Puerto Ricé waiting for a chance to get in. 

Admiral! Robert’s behaviour since the autumn cannot be de- 
scribed as anything but strange. Officers who arrived from the 
island (one of them was in command of the lone infantry battalion 
garrisoned there) had inexhaustible stories to tell about the little 
dependency and its fantastic ruler.

The Atlantic Brewery was start- 
ed on its present site hardly a 
year after the end of the War Be 
tween the States. It was a small 
plant then for Atlanta was a small 
city. It has expanded steadily since 
then and years ago an ice factory 
was added, to produce ice not only 
for the brewery but for thousands 
of customers. 


Little of the original plant re- 
mains except the vast cellars, 
lined with stone, having high arch- 
ed roofs like the castles of the “old 
country,” and kept at a tempera- 
ture just a little above the freez- 
ing point. Here the big casts of 
beer are stored to “age.” No 
“green” beer ever leaves the At- 
lantic’s plant. 

Making a tour of the brewery is 
no pleasure jaunt for a rheumatic 
visitor. There are steep stairs -to 
climb and cold spots to visit and 
much ground to cover. But even 
the oldest of the veteran employes 
run up and down like squirgels. 
It’s all in being used to a thing— 
and many of the employes have 
certainly been there long erlough 
to traverse all the floors in all 
the buildings while blindfolded.

WITH AMERICAN FORCES 
IN TUNISIA, Feb. 19.—~-( Delayed) 
(P)——How would you like to cap- 
ture 15 German soldiers, shepherd 
them through a shower of Stuka 
lose them during a bar- 
rage of tank fire, and then have 
to dog it by foot 34 miles at night 
yourself to get back to your own 
lines? 

It happened to Lieutenant Rob- 
ert E. Simons, 25, of Columbus, 
Ohio, during the recent German 
advance through Faid Pass to the 
Sbeitla plains. 

This was his day of battle: 

“I was sent out at noon to veri- 
fy reports that there were enemy 
tanks in the vicinity of Garet Ha- 
ded mountain, east of Sidi Bouzid. 
Some of our artillery was evac- 
uating the spot, and we received 
a radio report that some civilians 
were approaching on the road. 

They're Germans. 

“I looked and saw the German 
version of a peep and one of their 
trucks coming toward us. ‘Civil- 
lans hell — they’re Germans’ I 
cried, and we dived back into a 
wadi. There were about six of us. 

“When the Germans came 
bouncing over the ridge they had 
to slow down because of sand and 
we leaped out and caught them 
flat-footed. All 15 surrendered, 
including one sergeant. 

“We took large quantities of 
rifles, mines, and demolition 
equipment from their vehicles 


and then had them drive behind | 


us, guarding them en route from 


the back of our peep with small |

“Stukas had been buzzing 
around us meanwhile like some- 
thing you never saw, and three 
times we had to halt because they 
were dropping stuff in our neigh- 
borhood., 

Prisoners Herded. 

“Each time we unloaded the 
prisoners and herded them into 
cactus patches, then loaded them 
back on when the planes left. 
Once the truck got stuck in sand 
and we had the prisoners get off 
and push it out. 

“After reaching our command 
post we turned the prisoners over 
to some tank men who had lost 
vehicles to guard. Their position 
later was surrounded and shelled 


| by German tanks and it became 


every man for himself—with both 
our tank men and the German 
prisoners running helter-skelter 
for cover. We don’t know what 
became of our men or theirs but 
the German tanks did take the
